The Treasurer, Mr. J. W. Converse, first 
read his annual report; from which it ap- 
peared that there had been expended by 
the society, during the past year, for notes 
due from the Union, rent of the Depository, 
Secretary’s salary, travelling expenses, Qc. 
$2,813 99; and that cash had been receiv- 
ed from the collections of the Secretary, Life 
Memberships, Donations, &c. &c. $2,813- 
15—leaving a balance due to the Treasur- 
er of 84 cents. This report having been 
previously audited, was adopted by the meet- 
ing. 

The annual report of the Board of Man- 
agers was then read, by the Secretary, Mr. 
H. S. Washburn. 

Rev. Mr. Dean, of Providence, R. I. 
offered a resolution to the effect that the 
Sabbath School institution has its founda- 
tion no Jess in the true principles which gov- 
ern the civil and social relations, than in 
the most permanent religious principles.— 
He had occasion, recently, he said, to look 
into the statute books, for the purpose of in- 
forming himself respecting the relations of 
parent and child, and guardian and ward, 
and he wasstruck with the fact that the re- 
ciprocal duties and obligations involved in 
those relations as expounded by the law, 
presented a strong foundation for the argu- 
ment in favor of religious instruction. ‘The 
parent was under obligation as he there 
learned, to provide the child with mainte- 
nance, protection and education. But while 
the law enforced the claim of the child to 
these temporal blessings, had he no claim 
at the hand of the parent, for the supply of 
the wants of his moral and spiritual nature ? 
He thought that the same argumeut which 
enforced the claim of the child to the for- 
mer, established also his claim to the latter, 
and it was the right of the children of this 
country to receive a religious education, ei- 
ther from their parents, or from the religious 
community. And upon this foundation, in 
part, he thought rested the claims of Sabbath 
Schools. It was right, he said, to look to 
the Bible, and to arguments of a religious 
character, as the ground of these claims— 
but it was fight also, he thought to look to 
the nature of things—and on this ground 
also to urge upon the whole community the 
duty and expediency of supporting these 
institutions. ‘The men of this generation, 
he said, were pre-eminently the depositories 
of civil and religious freedom, and it behoov- 
ed them so to train their children that they 
in their turn might transmit this great trust, 
unimpaired to posterity. And what instru- 
ment was more eminently adapted for this 
purpose than the Sabbath School. It would 
be an anomaly to see Sabbath School 
Teachers, or those who had been trained 
in the Sabbath Schools as scholars, engag- 
ed in a mob—it was not among such ma- 
terials that the elements of social and_ civil 
disorganization were to be found. If we 
regard, therefore, the general welfare of 


their own liberty, or the maintainance of 
peace on just and equitable principles in the 
churches.”

The American Peace Society celebrated 
its anniversary on ‘Tuesday, May 28, at 8, 
P. M., at the Marlblboro’ Chapel, the Pres- 
ident, M. Ladd, in the chair, The meet 
ing was opened with prayer by Rey. Dr. 
Cogswell. ‘The Secretary, Mr. Beckwith, 
read an abstract of the annual report, of 
which the following is the substance :— 

The past year has been to the cause of 
peace, a year of mingled prosperity and tri- 
al in regard to the progress of their prinei- 
ples. Still, the cause has been steadily 
gaining ground through christendom. This 
is particularly true, so far as it relates to 
England and Switzerland. The President, 
Secretary and Rev. John Lord, have to 
gether delivered more than seven hundred 
lectures the past year. The publcations of 
the Society have for the same time been 
equal to 3,000,000 tract pages. 

The receipts of the Society are estimated 
to be less than $4000. The Society dis- 
claim the charge of being hostile to civil 
government and institutions, and declare 
their sole object as a society to be the pre 
vention of war between nations, and “to 
put anend to the custom by introducing 
substitutes far more likely than the sword 
to guard their rights and subserve their in- 
terests.”’

_This association celebrated its eleventh an- 
niversary in the Marlboro’ chapel, on Wednes- 
nay forenoon, May 29: the President, Pus 
Cutter, Esq. in the chair. Rev. Mr. Palfrey, 
of Gambridge addressed the throne of grace.

Christ, not destroying but fulfilling the law, 
brought to light in his life and death what was 
shadowed forth in the office of Judgment, or 
of Judgment-bearing by the high priest. But, 
if that which is done away was glorious, much 
more that which remaineth is glorious. 

“ Wherefore, when he cometh into the 
world, he saith, sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body hast thou prepared me. 
In burnt-offerings and sacrifices for sins thou 
hast had no pleasure. Then said I, Lo, I come! 
(in the volume of the book it is written of me) 
to do thy will, O God.” (Heb. 10: 5). 

Isa. 42: 1. “Behold my servant whom I up- 
hold, mine elect in whom my soul delighteth. 
I have put my Spirit upon him, he shall bring 
forth Judgment to the Gentiles.” 

“T have put my spirit uponhim.” The high 
priest under the law had abreastplate ofJudgment 
put on him, but God put on Christ Tue spirit 
OF JUDGMENT” (see an allusion Isa. 4: 4) and, 
said the apostle, “our sufficiency is of God 
who hath made us able ministers of the New 
Testament, not of the letter, but of the spirit;” 
i. e. not ministers of the ceremonies and for- 
mality of the law, but ministers of what those 
shadows prefigured and of the vitelity of the 
law.

The high priest brought forth Doctrine, Judg- 
ment and Light to Israel only, who stood with- 
out the tabernacle (see Luke 1:10). And 
again (Isa. 59: 9), ‘we wait for light,” &c.; 
but Christ would “bring forth Judgment to the 
Gentiles also, as (Acts-13: 47), “Ihave set 
thee to bea light of the Gentiles, that thou 
shouldest be for salvation unto the ends of the 
earth,” and (26: 23) “shouldst show light unto 
the people and to the Gentiles.” 
1sa. 42:3. “He shall bring forth judgment un- 
to truth” i. e. to the setting up or establishing 
of the truth. V.4. “He shall not fail nor be 
discouraged, till he have set Judgment in the 
earth,” i.e. righteousness or the worship of 
the living God. ‘And the isles shall wait for 
his law.” 
‘“‘ Earth,” a term used to represent the Gen- 
tile world, as heaven in scripture sometimes 
signifies the kingdom of the Jews. (see Eph. 
1: 10, and Col. 1: 20. 
Remarks. All these things tend to Christ as 
acommon centre. They find their true and 
vital significance in him, as the Light and Glo- 
ty of his people Israel~as the Great High 
Priest of our profession offering the gift and 
sacrifice of himself as the Lamb of God taking 
or bearing away the sins of the world—actu- 
tually, as did the Jewish priest ceremonially 
and typically, fulfitling all righteousness mag- 
nifying the Law and making it honorable— 
making atonement for his people—so becom- 
ing the end of the Law for righteousness, to 
every one that believeth. 
If, then, the close and careful and patient 
study of the Jewish or Mosaic ritual contrib- 
utes to the illustration of the offices of Christ 
as Intercessor and Redeemer, so that faith may 
seek his Cross and by it enter into rest, walk- 
ing all this highway in light, this study cannot 
reasonably be deemed a labor lost. 
The writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
when he took up his pen to write, was not in- 
structed to “write it not,” as though Christ 
having come and put away sin by the sacrifice 
of himself, the Mosaic ritual ceased to have a 
significancy and a use; but he saw in the very 
fact of the accomplishment in Christ of that 
ritual, an increased importance of the prepara- 
tory dispensation. True, those ceremonies 
ceased to be performed, when they met their 
accomplishment in Christ; but the record of 
them stands, for the use of all coming genera- 
tions of men. Let, therefore, him that read- 
eth understand—looking unto Jesus the Author 
and Finisher of our faith, who having glorified 
the Father onthe earth hath entered into the 
heavens—the most holy place, where as Priest 
forever, not now after the order of Aaron, but 
‘having an unchangeable Priesthood after the or- 
der of Melchisedek- He continueth ever—ev- 
er liveth to intercede for us.

SIXTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE AMER. 
ICAN ANTI-SLAVERY SOCIETY, 

An abstract of the Annual Report of the Ex- 
utive Committee was read by Elizur Wright, 
Jr., one of the Secretaries of the Society. 
We give some extracts: 

In presenting theic sixth annual report,{the 
Executive Committee of the American Anti- 
Slavery Society congratulate the friends of free 
institutions that the doctrine of IMMEDIATE 
EMANCIPATION is now established on a ba- 
sis from which it cannot be dislodged, either 
by the malice of its enemies or the unfaithful- 
ness of its friends. What a few years ago was 
wild, visionary, and dangerous, 1s now mere 
sober seuse and common honesty. While the 
human advocates of liberty have been arguing 
the safety of immediate disenthralment, (from 
the known principles of our common nature,) 
God, in his blessed providence, has worked out 
the problem by the liberation from bondage of 

00,000 slaves. The present year has seen the 
keystone of this divine argument placed in its 


| eternal home. 


The organization of societies has extended 
itself during the year by the addition of 204 
new societies, making, in addition to the 1346 
reported last year, a total of 1650. 

The number of presses open to the discussion 
of the subject of slavery or avowedly advoca- | 
ting the freedom of the slaves, has greatly in-| 
creased during the year. There are nine week- 
ly, one semi-monthly, and four monthly papers, 
mainly if not exclusively devoted to abolition. | 
Aside from gratuitous distribution, these pa- 
pers circulate to subscribers upwards of 25,000 | 
copies per week, and receive a support from 
subscriptions to the amount of at least $40 000 | 
per annum. 

The report of the treasurer shows the receipts | 
during the year, to be $47,280 74, being more 
than the previous year by $4,356 15. 

While this sum has been expended by the! 
National Society, the state societies have con- 
tinued their operations, and several of them | 
have very much increased their expenditures | 
and their efficiency.
